A Break with Moscow. 


In spite of the ravings of communism 
no sane man believes that the workmen of 
the world desire to plunge that world into 
thé same misery which is now “enjoyed “” 
by the Russian people. We may find proof 
of their fears in the resolutions of the 
conference of ‘the Second Labour and 
Socialistic International which has been 
sitting in London, The conference re- 
solved that “the continued action of the 
Third International after the conference 
at Berlin in April, in disrupting the trade 
union. movement, and in attacking the 
Socialistic. International proves its bad 
faith in proposing the ‘united front’; 
that the methods adopted in conducting 
the political trials in Moscow are a clear 
breach of pledges given to the Interna- 
tional Conference at, Berlin in April and 
May; and, finally, that the withdrawal of 
the unconditional promise by the Third 
International to refer documents regarding 
Georgia to a representative committee are 
all proofs that the Russian Government 
"has no intention of abandoning its policy 
of militarist imperialism.’ As a result, 
the conference decided that it could make 
no further attempts to come to interna- 
tional agreements with the Third Interna- 
tional. Furthermore, it deplores the 
necessity of defending itself from enemies 
who have been striking from within. The 
difference is that the conference desires 
the weliare of workers, while the Govern- 
ment of Moscow desires only the down- 
fall of the world, the ruin of civilisation, 
and, more especially, the advancement 
of Messrs. Lenin, Trotsky and Co. 
The “foreign Second International de- 
fenders” of the social revolutionaries at 
Moscow have. made a report, in which 
they declare that during their visit to 
Moscow they were subjected to indignities 
and were charged fifteen milliards of 
roubles (about £600) for. “hospitality” 
which consisted in internment,

America’s Army, 


The reductions in the Navy and Army 
which have been approved by the Senate 
of.the United States are small in propor- 
tion to their present strength, especially 
a8 compared with the recent reductions in 
the Navy and Army of Great -Britain. 
Furthermore, these 
the United States in a stronger. position, 
on sea and land, than they enjoyed before 
the war. The new bills call for a naval 
expenditure of %$295,450,000 (£65,655,000) 
for the fiscal year beginning on the Ist 
July. The enlisted personnel is reduced 
by 29,000 to 86,000. Before 1914 the 
United States Marine Corps—without any 
Guestion the finest fighting force which the 
United States possesses—numbered 13,000. 
The figures of the House of Representa- 
tives—19,500—will, doubtless, be accepted. 
Shortly before the Great War the United 
States raised their standing Army from 
25,000 to 50,000. The strength of the 
Fata Army is being reduced from 
50,000 to 125,000—still more than twice 
the size of the pre-war Army. In view, 
however, of the great extent of the United 
States, the coast to be protected, the 
boundaries to be watched, and. above all, 
the possessions to be garrisoned, the num- 
ber does not seem to be excessive. 


Louvain. 


When the dauntless Belgians began to 
repair théir ravaged country an appeal 
was made to the civilised world for help in 
repmetehing the Library at Louvain. The 
gall was answered from many lands, in- 
cluding Ireland, and the work has made 
good progress. During the present week 
the French leaders of the movement gave 
# dinner to Cardinal] Mercier and the mem- 
bers of, the Belgian Mission who are now 
in Paris. It was announced that already 
the French Committee had collected more 
than 80,000 volumes and a sum of 260,000 
francs. A darge part of this money was 
fiven on subscription lists which were 
opened by various schools, and generous 
contributions came from the United States. 
The Belgian Government has decided to 
show its gratitude to its chief benefactor 
in a striking fashion. It is invoking all 
the schools of Belgium to a great effort to 
help to reconstitute the school and 
university libraries in Northern France. 
The friendship between the two countries. 
based on their common suffering and 
heroism, will be made still stronger by 
this graceful exchange of gifts.

At the resumed session of the Trish Railway 
Commission yesterday, Lord’ Justice O'Connor 
presiding, Mr. Joseph Tatlow, who occupied the 
position of manager for twenty-two years and 
that of director for the past ten years On the 
Midland Great Western © Railway, «gave. a 
skeich of the history of the line, and stated 
that the present revenue was only maintained. 
by the existing high rates and fares which were 
necessitated by the great imerease in expenses, 
The present ve mg was ho. one of what 
it would be under happier condi . 

His company reakis admitted and regretted 
that the existing rates and fares were too 
for the development of traffic and the pood of 
the country, but, unfortunately, they could not 
he reduced under existing circumstances, H 


company would only be too 
ha and fares to shore reasonahble basis w. 
it could safely do so, and in order to 1h 
that as soon as possible it was doing as 2am t 
could to economise in every practical ba om 

if Ireland wae to prosper, to extend in- 

dustries and a resources, further 
railway capital ex iture, 
siderable rom A wand be required. ‘Uniess the 
railways were in @ satisfactory financial position 
how could the capital be obtained? Irish rajl- 
wavs were at a disadvantage in the cost of 
working compared with the English gnd Scottish 
lines, because coal had to be imported, and 
the price in Ireland was considerably more than 
the English railways had to pay. Coal, after 
wages; was one of the principal items of ex- 
sense, 
) In the view of bis directors the hope for the 
future of the Irish railways in general, and of 
their railway in parecer. lay in the belief 
that the industrial prospects of Ireland would 
improve, that eraigration would decrease, that 
the population, instead of diminishing, would 
crow, and that labour troubles might find a 
solution, Should these hopes. be fulfilled the 
railways would enjoy a greater volume of busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Tatlow mentioned what had been done 
in Sligo to develop the Warbour there, and the 
encouragement that had been given by the 
railway companies. 


AMALGAMATION. 


Regarding the question of amalgamation, he 
admitted that the numbet of railway companies 
in Ireland was cás ail His directors were 
in favour of the Trish railways being am \- 
ated into two groups, prévided that the interesi 
of the shareholders were protected, and in view 
of the number of small non-paying lines they 
considered. thet that could only be accomplished 
by some measure of Government aid. Any 
amalgamation scheme should provide: i 
(1) That the terms shoúid be fair to the share: 


holders, and that ia fixing such terms the; 


cireumstances and the prospects of each rail- 
way should be considered ; 

2) That in the ease of non-paying railwayg or 
railways.ip air, whéte amalgamation 
smild' ittfolve loss te the absorbing company, 
Government aid should he given, and that 
the extent of such aid should, failing agree- 
ment, settled by arbitration. : 

Tf amalgamation. was deeided upon the best 
course to adopt would be two «ystems, one for 
the north and one. for. the south. If the 
scheme of ama ation was adopted, the rail- 
way companies. . be wod a reasonable 
period—say, twelve bhith, wWhin which to 
settle among lves- the terms, and, failing 
an agreément within such @ peried, an arbitra- 
tion tribunal should be set. up. 

As regards eeonomies that might be secured 
by amarivamation, he fetred that public ex- 
pectation ran too high as to what could be 
accomplished. . 

With regard to nationalisation, the opinion of 
his Board was that it wes not desirable. They 
thought that railways owned and worked as 
commercial concerns on business principles 
would give the best results and best serve the 
country, _ Tf, however, nationalisation, which 
meant. State purchase, should prevail, they con- 
sidered that the price ought to be settled, fail- 
ing agreement with the railways, by arbitration. 

In reply to Mr, Johnson, the witness said 
that his company was at present constructing 
new engines at their works, Any engines they 
had hought were on accoynt of the war, else 
ghey would have built th themselves. go! 
uilt their own engines as cheaply as they could: 
get them outside, i ’ 

The Chairman said that that put an end to 
what they had heard that engines could not be 
built as well at home. 

Mr. Tatlow said that it had, been their prin- 
ciple to do all the work themselves, so that 
they could give all the employment possible. 
They purchased in Treland all they could, and 
the other day contracted for 26,000 sleepers of 
home-grown timber. 

In reply to Mr. Bagwell, of the Great 
Northern Railway, the witness said that he was 
not aware that the Great Northern Railway 
had to give up the building of engines because 
it was not a “ paving proposition.” 

Tn reply te Mr. Maclysaght, witness seid 
that he advocated one central passenger station 
in Dublin. 


LABOUR’S DEMAND, 


Mr. Eamonn Lynch, of the Railway Section 
f the Irish Transport Workers’ Union, advo- 
cated the nationalisation of Irish railways and 
the constitution of a National Board, which 
would consist of a representative of the Govern- 
ment, representatives of trade unions catering 
for railway workers, and representatives of the 
industrial, commercial, and agricultural in- 
terests which largely utilised railways through- 
out the country. The Board should be respov- 
sible for the running of the entire system, and 
should be assisted in such work by provincial 
boards, constituted of the same elements as the 
National Board, and whose functions should be 
to make recommendations from time to time 
io the National Board re the better running of 
the system and the adjudication and decision of 
the various local matters which arose in almost 
every railway station, and which were a series 
of constant annoyance acting to the detriment 
of an efficient working system. 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, Genera] Manager, Midland 
Great Western Railway, supplic numerous 
tables setting out various details relating to 
the working of the Irish systems, which were 
requested during the sittings of the Commission. 
He expressed the view that, although nominally 
unification ought to mean ihe elimination of a 
large number of officials, when the chief officials 
of the larger companies were taken away, the 
remainder would become district officers. 
There would be a certain amount of saving, but 
the number of officials to be dispensed with 
would not be as large as that anticipated. 

As regards railway rates, the Irish rates for 
prodnee were almost universally lower than the 
British, but coal freights were higher. Where 
collection and delivery charges were included 
for agricultural produce the rates were about 
the same. With the object of developing 
traffic the Northern railwd@ys made an all-round 
reduction of rates of from 15 to 20 per cent., 
and some of them made a special reduction on 
special traifs. The railways within the twenty- 
six counties did not adept the same policy, but 
seleeted traffic which appeared to tareed help, 
and accordingly rates on certain classes of traffic 
had heen reduced... These reductions had proved 
beneficial in the case of his Own company, 

Asked bv Mr. O'Dea whether he would have 
any objection to applying these reductions to 
lrish-produced goods, Mr. Keogh replied that 
they could not do it. 

Mr. O’Dea—The Northern lines apply it to 
everything. 

Mr. Keogh said that he did not think that 
that was so. The method of giving a flat rate 
reduction was a mistake. 

Mr. O'Dea pointed out that he was asking for 
a réduction on Irish-produced goods in order to 
stimulate employment. 

The Commjssion adjourned until this morning.

The Roman Catholic Archbishon of Dublin 
presided at a meeting of the Archbishops and 
Bishops, at which the following statement was 
drafted far publication :— 

‘‘Thiags have come’to a strange pass when 
the. Cardinal Primate of All Ireland is thrice 
held up in the course of the visitation of his 
Archdiocese, and fudely searched by Uister 
Specials. On the second occasion His Eminence 
was covered with revolver and rifle at close 
range while his correspondence was examined 
and the box containing the Seared Oils opened, 
in face of repeated protest. 

“On the third occasion His Eminence was 
ordered out of his ear into the road, and 
personally searched, while the car and bags 
were ransacked, to the accompaniment of 
lanevage not wanting in insolence. 

“For such maltreatment of an old man in 
such exalted station there is scarcely a parallel 
in the annals of the most savage tribe, and as, 
desnite the presence of numerous British troones 
in the Northern area, there is no Government 
to give protection or redress to Catholics. we 
deem it a solemn duty to lay before the Holy 
Father and the whole civilised world a faint 
outline of the barbarities heaped upon him who 
is the beloved head of the Irish Chureh.”’ 


INSANITY AND MURDER. 


JUDGE AND PRESS CRITICISM. 


Ernest Albert Walker, the seventeen-year-old 
footman, was tried at the Old Bailey yesterday 
for the murder of Charles Davis, a district 
messenger boy, at the house of his employer in 
Lowndes square, London, : 

The defence was that the prisoner committed 
the murder while under the influence of an 
epileptic seizure. 

Evidence was given that there had been in- 
sanity in thd prisoner's family and that as a 
child he suffered from epiléptic fits. 

McNamara, mont specialist, Harley 
street, expressed the opinion that at the time 
of the occurrence Walker had passed into a 
condition of age automatism, or its phsychic 
equivalent. When the epileptic condition ended 
he was sane again. He was sane now, with 
the liability of the epileptic state recurring. 

The medical officer at Brixton Prison stated 
that while there the prisoner's conduct and con- 
versation were rational. He displayed no sigs 
of epilepsy, and intelligence tests showed that 
he was above the average of his class. 

Summing up, Mr. Justice Roche referred to 
“a good deal of discussion in the Press re- 
cently in one or two other cases.” It might be, 
said his lordship, that that discussion was neces- 
sary and had served, and was serving, @ very 
good purpose. It might be that there was too 
strong a tendency in some circles to say that 
people were insane when they were not, in the 
definition laid down by the House of Lords, It 
might be that the discussion would arrest that 
undesirable process of saying too lightly that 
people were insane. 

At the same time there had been a good 
deal of uninformed eriticism of publie officials. 
It would be highly undesirable, because there 
had been a recent discussion, that the jury 
should be in any way influenced in not finding 
a person insane when they should do so. Ó 
question whether thé facts of the ease fell into 
the definition of the House of Lords was en- 
tirely for the jury. It was quite open to them 
to find that there was not insanity within the 
definition, although the doctors thought that 
there was. i 

‘The jury found the prisoner guilty, but in- 
sane, and he was ordered to be detained as a 
crimina! lunatic.

Determined efforte were 
made to hush the thing up: but about three 
weeks later a drayman found part of a chisel 
in his chicken-pie, and in the ensuing action 
for damages the whole horrid business came 
to light. This incident might savour of 
pseudodoxy to the venerable Browne, but then 
he ‘never had an osirich of his own. In any 
case, let it be a. warning to visitors to the 
“ Zoo”’—-and this means, or ought to mean, 
everyone—that they must not offer the 
ostriches anything that they could not com- 
fortably swallow themselves.—Yours, ete..
